Result of Blowing Up of Postoffice 
and County Treasurer’s Office. 


Beaumont, Tex., June 1 ~The 
Town or’ 4 , about 100 miles north of 


this city on the Gulf, Beaumont and Kansas 


City railroad extension, was almost totally 
destroyed by fire at 8 o'clock this morning. 
The loss amounts to over $100,000 and in- 
cludes the entire business portion of the 
town. Seventeen houses in all were a 
stroyed, but so far as can be learned here 
no lives were lost. 

The fire was the work of bers, who 
blew open and rified the safe in the post- 
office and in the County Treusuret's office. 
It cannot be learned how much money the 
robbers obtained, but it is probable that the 
loot was large, as the county carries a great 
amount of cash on hand at this time of year. 
Jasper is not yet con with the rail- 
road, though the line is almost completed. 

The robbers will y have to travel 
ever country to get out, and they will most 
likely make for this point to catch a train. 
Officers are keeping a strict watch, with a 
view to captufing the desperadoes. Jasper 
has a population of about 1,000 and is the 
capital of the county bearing the same name.

Its most important function will be to keep 
track of the progress made in every high- 
way and byway of research and thought all 
over the world, The congress of academies 
determined to tackle the difficult matter of 
a untversal language.

MAN ACCUSED OF MURDER 
DECLARES WIFE A SUICIDE. 


W. H. Klusmire, When Arrested, Says 
Woman Killed Herself and He Buried

WITH SCANDINAVIA. 


BIG TRADE 
United States’ Commerce with Den- 
mark, Sweden, and Norway Shows 
a Remarkable Increase. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—Frank H. Hitch- 
cock, chief of the foreign markets section of 
the Agricultural department, has prepared 
a comprehensive article on the growth of the 
trade between the United States and the 
Scandinavian countries—Denmark, Sweden, 
and Norway—during the ten years from 1890 
to 1900, inclusive. It shows that in the ten 
years subsequent to 1890 the exports to these 
three countries rose from $9,000,000 to nearly 
$29,000,000. ‘The imports from Scandinavia 


only a Mttle more than $5,000,000 in 1900, 
‘which was the record year in imports. 
Derimark is the principal factor in the Scan- 
dinavian trade, the exports to that country 
for 1900 having a value of more than $18,000, - 
000, while the combined shipments to Sweden 
and Norway were valued at about $10,000,000. 
The official trade returns of the United 
States do not present separate statements 
of the commerce carried on with Sweden and 
with Norway, but the latter country is at 
present the more important customer. : 
Of the merchandise imported into the 


United States from Scandinavia during 1900

Taking up the contracts in thé case, the 
court finds there was nothing in them or 
the evidence from which it could be inferred 
that they fell within the statutes of Illinois 
on the subject of gambling. .

Education instead of legislation is the 
method that ja being adopted and advocated — 
by Chicago social reformers in their work 
against the evile of the sweatshop system. 
The beginning of the fight was necessarily 
through legislation, but now a number of 
the leading settlement workers say they put 
their trust in the education of the tollers in 
the sweatshops. A higher standard of-living 
is proposed as the motive power that will litt 
the submerged class out of sweatshop con- 
ditions. 

The idea is one which thas led Superin- 
tendent Cooley to face much opposition to his 
free textbook plan. He maintains that free 
text books are necessary to educate the chil- 
dren of the poor people, and that their educa- 
tion is necessary. to the advancement of so- 
ciety. It ts Professor C. R. ‘Henderson's 
opinion that better housing will educate the 
people of the sweatshops toa desire for knowl- . 
edge of better conditions, and thus lift them 
up. Hull House and the other settlements. 
are working upon the plan. 5 
William Hart, editor of the Neighbor, -the 
Northwestern University Settlement paper, 
has taken up the question, and discusses it 
as follows: | 
The only hope for the men and w 
employed in the sweatshops is imtelligent 
combination, and intelligent combination 1 
impossible without some degree of inte- 
lectual strength, and no intellectual strength. 
can be expected in the sweatshops of Chi- 
cago until the public schools of-Chicago ere 
large enough and numerous enough top 
vide all the children of Chicago with a rudi- 
mentary education. Legislation about the 
sweatshop employés in their present state 
of ignorance will do the same amount of good 
as is done by legisiation about the proper 
care of horses. Horses can't act for them 
selves. Neither can the people in the sweat- 
shops. When they can, they will Durst their 
bonds with their own hands. 


Four Classes. of Workers. 

Mr. Hart brings out in the article the fact 
that Nellie-Mason Auten has recently stp- 
plied data which gives the first accurate 
conception of the extent of the sweafshop 
system in Chicago. He gives the following 
account of the results of Miss Auten’s work: 

It appears that the men and women work- 
ing in the sweatshops may be divided into 
four classes—operators, pressers, hand work- 
ers, and home finishers. The wages paid 
them are highest in the case of the operators 
and lowest in the case of the home finishers. 
The nationalities engaged in the trade are 
five—Swedes, Bohemians, Jews, Poles, and 
Italians. The Swedes are the most prosper- 
ous; which is like saying of a man who is 
dying of the plague that he is in better condi- 
tion than certain other men who are also. 
dying of the plague. The Swedish home 
finishers, working fifteen hours a day, make 
every week, when they work full time, tho 
sum of $3, The Jews are not so well-off. 
Their home workers find that a week of hard 
work in foul air will bring them in $2.80. 

The operators, of course, make a nearer 
approach to a4 living wage, but the statistics 
are too intricate to be reproduced in detail. 
Our purpose will be served by a short survey 
of conditions among the Poles. The Poics 
are neither so happy as the Swedes nor 80 
miserable as the Italians. They may be 
called the middle class in the sweating pop- 
ulation, and thelr wages may be taken as 
typical of the whole system. Now among 
: the Poles the weékly wages of the operators 

are $8.03, of the hand workers and pressers 

$4.10, and of the home finishers $8. ‘It will be 
seen that as far as Wages are concerned the 
operators are as well off as the average 
clerk. It seems monstrous, however, that 
men and women should work for $4.10 or $3 a 
week, especially when one remembers at ths 
same time that the conditions under which 
the work is done are often abominable, and 
that there is no limit placed to the length of 
the work day demanded by the employer.“ 
Laws Present Difficulties. ~ 

The difficulty met in employing legislat | 
to combat the sweatshop evil 15 sated 
Mr. Hart in this way: Complicated legisla- 
tion cannot be enforced without inspeetion, 
and a vast system. ot inspectors implies a 
large expenditure of money, an intricate 
system of reports, honesty and competence 
and fear- 
essness among the police, city prosecutor 
and other administrators of ‘the law. He 
considers education a more direct method. 


BUTTE CITY AGAIN SLIDING. 


Five Large Cracks Appear in the Earth 
—Phenomenon Causes Alarm 


Butte, Mont., June 2.— Special. The 
strange sliding movement of the City ot 
Butte, which has been noticeable at inter 
vals for several years, again has manifested: 
itself by five large cracks in the earth in dif- 
ferent sections of the city, The largest 
crevice is on West Galena street, where & 
| crack twelve inches wide and of considera- 

ble depth and length, has appeared. 
Three of the openings are on the west side 
of the town and two on the east side. There 
is no caving, but a distinct parting ot the 

earth, and the granite walls can easily be 
seen in them. 
The gas and water companies have much 
trouble on account of the strange movement, 
which frequently breaks their underground 
pipes. City Engineer Rickenbach says the 
engineering department ot the city encoun- 
ters the same trouble, as elevations and 
bench marks in certain parts of the city 
are constantly changng. Ths is particular- 
ly true of the section*west of Main street 
and north of Broadway, where the marks 
have been known to shift to the extent of 
a foot in a short sbdace of time. 

What is causing the strange phenomenon 
is not known, but its continuance is begin- 
ning to cause alarm among the citizens.

Commission houses 
are again willing to carry stocks on reason- 
able margins instead of the almost prohibi- 
tive rates demanded after the panic. In 
brief, confidence is restored. This is, to no 
mali extent, due to the strength of the tech- 
nical position, which powerfully influences 
the commission house attitude, though not 
much heeded by those buyers termed the 
public.“ The public mind turns naturally to 
the consideration of general. conditions— 
crops, earnings, exports—but the commis- 
sion houses who must carry marginal ac- 
counts and provide the necessary funds by 
means of bank loans or otherwise are often 
more affected by technical than natural con- 
ditions; and only when both are in accord 
can credit be safely extended to speculators— 
the overextension of credit invaribly pro- 
ducing reaction, somefimes panic. Hence 
last week's revival of speculation shows that 
commission houses—throvgh which the 
public’ necessarily trade—are satisfied with 
the technical position, which certainly seems

Desplaines Valley asa Natural Park. 

Chicago, June 1.—[(Editor of The Tribune. }— 
The present agitation for enlarging our park 
system, and especially to include in it the Des- 
plaines Valley, is to be commended, and public 
sentiment should be aroused to render this scheme 
possible in the near future, 4 

The question may be asked With what object 
in view is the valley to be converted into a park 
It ig not on account of its scattering woodlands 
and winding river, which make the creation of 
a park an easier problem than oh a flat and bar- 
ren prairie, Nor is it on account of historical as- 
sociations with the early days of the city. This 
valley once was the home of the original American 
the Indian-and later became the hunting ground 
and fishing ground of the éarly settler, and thus 
became inseparably linked with the history of the 
city. | 

The object is to preserve 1 is, for no grander 
monuments can be left for future generations 
than the great forest trees under which the Indian 
bujit his wigwams and the early settler sought 
shelter during the storm. As the preservation 
of the Desplaines River first of all means its 
trees—the maintaining of the river is expected— 
the question must be considered: How will the 
existing species and varieties stand encroachment 
from civilization? Is it possible to preserve them 
for future generations?“ | 

It is well known that the oak forests north and 
south of Chicago are fast disappearing. This is 
largely due to artificial sewerage. In the Des- 
3 Valley the oak prevail on the higher 
evels, with a sprinkling of fronwood, but along 
the banks and along low grounds, elm, linden, ash, 
walnut, and a host of others have made their 
home, and it is to the latter species that we may 
look with confidence when planning to preserve 
the forest for future generations. Although a few 
species of the oak are sensitive to civilication, there 
is no reason why with proper care they cannot sur- 
vive. 

The 
lands is not one of short cut grass and artificial 
sewerage, but a preservi of the woodlands as 
they exist today and partly existed at the time 
of the early settler. The Desplaines Valley has 
not altogether been spared the woddman’s ax, 
and we may find many deep cuts into the once 
dense forests, where today are luxuriant corn 
fields, but these places may in time become con- 
verted into forest lands by planting such species 
as still prevail in the remaining woodlands. The 
flora of the Desplaines Valley represents many 
species that are scafcely met with anywhere else 
in the country, and their preservation will have 
great value from an educational standpoint. 

Ciyilizatfon has encroached oh the field of the 
local botanist from year to year, and the time can 
be foreseen when this once rich flora has dwindled 
down to a few common species. | | 

As mentioned before, the oak forests south and 
north are fast disappearing, and what has be- 
come of the woody banks along the Chicago River? 
The trees that still remain will soon become a 
thing of the past, and on the preservation of the 
Desplaines Valley really depends whether any- 
thing but artificial plantations shall be left at 
the dawn of the next century close to or in the 
city. Then we may see the last groves associated |

Few Americans will dispute Sir Thomas 
Lipton's statement that the American boy 
is better able to make his way in the world 
than the English boy, and that this is partly 
because he is allowed to shift for himself 
at an earlier age. This isnot the only rea- 
son, however, as may be seen by reading

Chicagoans in yesterday’s TMSUN R. One 
ascribes the superior powers of the Ameri- 
can boy to the blended blood of many races 
that flows in his veins, Another thinks the 


wholesome home training aré to be credited 
with the boy’s ambitions. Others believe 
‘the climate has something to do with the 


superior opportunities for education and for 
employment existing in the United States. 

All these causes undoubtedly are at work | 
in producing the self-reliant and manly type 
of boy admiired by Sir Thomas Lipton, 
though all are by) no means of equal im- 
portanee. The mixture of races has had a 
beneficial effett, but still more significant is 
the fact that it is a mixture of the more 
| daring and adventurous elements in each 
race. It requires courage and a pioneering | 
spirit to seek a home in à new continent. 
America has been a magnet for individuals 
of this peculiar temperament from the days 
of the settlement of Jamestown and Massa- 
Chusetts Bay to the present hour. 

It was the hard s¢hooling rather than the 
mingling of races that created the alert 
American type of boyhood and manhood, | 
Many of our most successful men have 
sprung from pure English stock in New 
England or Virginia, or from German or 
other blood practically unmixed. The influ- 
ence of the more stimulating American eli - 
mate undoubtedly may be seen, but this is | 
a force that requires generations to show its | 
effects. 
More important than any other single ele- 
ment in produeing the sa voir faire of the 
American boy is that of opportunity. From 
the earliest days there Was more work to 
be done in America than ‘the men could do 
alone. The boy was needed and was ex- 
pected to work. The conditions were such 
that the boy. neither. could nor would stay 
at home and “live off” his parents to the 
extent that English boys do and must under 
present conditions. The abounding oppor- 

nities of the new world naturally evolved 

self-reliant type of manhood, alert, adapt- 
able, ingenious, fearless of obstacles or dan- 
gers a type rich in inventive genius rather 
than in scholarly attainments. The Ameri- 
can comes naturally by these qualities, both 
‘by birth and by training. In this country 
the young man is trusted with greater re- 
sponsibility than he isin Europe.

REPORT ON TENEMENTs, 

The report Which the City Homes associa- 
tion has had under way for a year on tene- 
ment conditions in Chicago has been issued. 
With the exception of the Department of 
Labor report in 1894 on the “Slums of 
Great Cities,” it marks the only serious at- 
tempt to deal with housing conditions in this 
city. It contains over 200 pages, with 
twenty-one maps and diagrams and a much 
larger number of illustrations, Its results 
were summarized in yesterday’s Tareunr. 

In its general plan, readable style, wide 
comparisons, elaborate detail, and pictorial 
aids this report is one of the best pieces of 
work to be found on a subjett around which 
a special literature is growing up. Its main 
effect upon the average Chicagoan who 
reads it~and Chicagoans should know its 
contente—will be to awaken surprise quite 
Despite the decla- 
rations of Jacob A. Riis that in certain re- 
spects housing conditions here were worse 
than in New York, and despite the known 
laxhess of the Building and Health depart- 
ments concerning such conditions, the ordi- 
nary citizen has the comfortable notion that 
Chicago—with its 196 square miles of terri- 


This report, however, containing the re- 

sults of detailed investigations concerning 

three separate districts, inhabited by 45,000 
persons—chiefly, though by no means ex- 

clusively, Italians, Russians, Jews, Bohe- 

mans, and Pdéles—gives ample and una- 

voidable proof, in text, tables, diagrams, 

and unerring pictures, that Chicago already 

has such a problem, and one which is plainly 

growing in size. The first and largest of 
these districts is bounded by Halsted, Polk, 

Canal, and Fourteenth streets; the second 

by North Ashland, Blanche, Noble, and 

West Division streets; the third approxi- 

mately by Sixteenth, Allport, Twentieth, 

and Laflin streets.

The student of local conditions in Chicago 
cannot fail to discover distinct characteristic 
traits In the three great divisions of the city, 


notably in the appearance of lawns and gar- - J. | 


Thus, the 
South Side runs more to lawns, with possibly 
an urn as centerpiece; the West to. flowers 
as principal ornementation, and the North 
Side to the combination of flower and kitchen 
garden, where the size of the lot will in any 
way admit of the ti ‘ | 


The steady Saen of the big flat and 


apartment buildings upon purely residence 
neighborhoods is a menace to house garden- 
‘ing. As a rule the structure is run close up 
to the sidewalk line, and where the breadth 
of the building makes light courts absolutely 
necessary the latter are more like walled up 
wells than Hike breathing and light spaces. 
Quite recently, however, the builders of such 
structures of great frontage have recognized 
the natural desire for gardening, and in 
some cases real courts of generous dimen- 
sions, with actuai park and landscape effects, 
have been introduced, as much for the pur- 
‘pose of ornamentation as to afford air and 
| Hight to the fats. |

Real estate auctions have been a success in 
Chicago only in one line, that of lots in new: 
subdivisions, and even in this Une but one or 
two firtis have done fairty well. In all other 
branches of real éstate, those of iniproved 
and income producing property chiefly, auc- 
tion sales have been profitable only to the 
buyers and the brokers. The sellers of such 
real estate holding have rarely received the 
returns that would have resulted from the 
Slower process of private sale. 

In New York, on the other Rand, real estate 
auctions are a standing feature of the Real 
Estate Exchange, an organization in some 
respects like the Chicago Real Estate board, | 
except that the New York corporation is not 
as active in matters of public concern as the 
Chicago board. It is more purely a trade 
organization. The New York auction sales 
foot up into the millions every year, and em 
brate all kinds of real estate, the valuable 
down-town holding as well as the cheap lot 
in the new subdivisions, and the prices real, 
ized are pretty . up to those that are 
paid at private sal | 

The question 9 * arises, why there is 
this difference between the two cities in ons 
ot the most important and attractive 
branches of the real estate business. Ex- 
berienced members of the fraternity agree 
that the chief reason is in thé fact that New 
York has a class of buyers which is lacking 
in Chicago. This is the real estate specula- 
tor. Not the one who takes advantage of 
“good times to create a boom, but the 
speculative investor who is allured by no 
promising conditions of the stock market, the 
man who sticks to speculative investments 
in real estate as a means of Nvelihoed. This | 
class of buyers crowd the salesroom of the 
Real Estate Exchange daily, the bidding fe 
spirited, and as a result prices are fair to 
and selber. 

Drawbacks to Chicago Sales 

Wren the judicial sales in Chicage were 
transferred from the Courthouse steps to the 
salesroom of the Real Estate board, on May 1, 
1803, by order of court, it was hoped that an 
impetus might be given to auction sales gen- 
erally, but several circumstances militated 
against the realization of this, hope. In the | 
first place, there is at these sales, as a rule, ho 
guarantee that the title is perfect. Then the

the court commissioners, and, finally, tn fore- 
closure sales there is the right of thé debtor 
to rédeem within fifteen months from the 
date of sale. None of these drawbacks exists 
in New York. | 
Attempts have been repeatedly made by 
the Real Estate board to remedy these de- 
fects, but they have alWays been met by the 
resistance of courts and lawyers, with the 
explanation that a departure from the an- 
tiquated ways of legal technicality would in- 
validate the sale. True, under the tedemp- 


cent on the price paid—a rate of interest 
which is highly factory under present 
conditions of the loan market—and there are 
one or two buyers who purchase, probably 
for this reason, but these buyers cannot sell 
within the fifteen months, except on master’s 
certificate, and this, from the standpoint of 
good title, is as unsatisfactory as the sale 
iteelf.

Outlying Lots Sell Well. 

The other clags of auction sales, lots in new 
subdivisions, may be said to have been in- 
augurated by former Sherif? James H. 
bert and Robert C. Givens shortly after the 
big fire, and they have been in a great méas- 
ure successful. The first great sale Was in 
the spring of 1872, when in the Douglas Park 
subdivision 100 lots were sold in two hours. 
On the Fourth of July, 1874, not less than 
875 lots were disposed of in a few hours. In 
the spring of 1881 a batch of 200 lots at Au- 
burn Park was sold in an aftertioon, and on 
Oct. 9 of the same year 315 lots at Moreland 

were sold. After the retirement of James H. 
Gilbert from the real estate field E. A. Cum- 
mings and Mr. Givens formed a partnership, 
and their auction sales of lots became 
famous. In 1888 another batch of 200 lots 
near Douglas Park was sold, and in 1887 the 
largest auction sale of lots in Chicago was 
held, when 782 Tots in the district — by by 
Seventy-first and Seventy-fifth, Halsted and 
Morgan streets, were sold in one day. 

All these sales were made a sort of free for 
all picnic, With music, speeches, balloon as- 
censions, and fireworks in the evening, feat- 
ures Which are still in vogue for this Class 
of sales. The regular auction sale of all kinds 
of property at stated times and a fixed place, 
say, the salesroom ot the Real Dstate board, 
has still to come, as Well as the speculative 
investor, particularly the man of moderate 
means, who makes business of and 
selling req! estate.

GUNSAULUS DELIVERS THE, 
BACCALAUREATE SERMON. 


‘Members Numbering 26 
Attend Service in Studebaker Thea-. 
ter, Which Is Crowded with Mem- 
bers of Central Church—Only True; 
Liberty, Says the Minister, That Un- 

der Legal Restrictions—Annual Pre- 
election Talk of Abolishing Sin. 


9 The only perfect law is the law of Hberty: 
and the only liberty is obtained through law; 
for the law leads us to Christ and only where 
the spirit of God abounds can there be Uber- 
ty,” said Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus in a bacca- 
luureate sermon delivered yesterday morning 
to the graduates of the Chicago Law School 


at Studebaker Hall. 

The twenty-six members of the graduating 
class were present in a body at the exercises 
and the hall was filled to its capacity with the 
Sunday morning congregation. The bacca- 
laureate sermon was the first of the exercises. 
t week. 

The first property of the law is the glo- 
rious liberty of the sons of God and this is ob- 
tained only through law and by law,” contin- 
ued Dr. Gunsaulus. . As man himself deals 
with the finer problems of life he needs more 
law. Those who seem to be.in utter freedom 
from law are those who are most obedient io 
it. The singer, whose beautiful voice is a 
delight to all hearers, the orator and poet. 
who seem without effort to be drawing their 
hearers with them; all are obeying laws and | 
enlisting the elements of their power, 

„The things we yield in obeying the law 
of liberty do not cost us but are of infinite 
gain. When a man gets to therealm of ideas 
he sees what he ought to do. Then man 
becomes a slave, but only a slave such as 
Paul was—a slave of the Lord. When we 
say truth is our law we come into a larger 
realm, a realm of love. Christ was the freest 
man that ever walked the earth. There is no 
man in. history whose word was so thoroughly 
obeyed. Yet Jesus said: ‘I must be about 
my father's business, and the people mar- 
veled to find that Christ, too, was subservient | 
to law. Obedience to the law of freedom is 
the recognition of God. Man's divine origin 
can no more be lost than can the God's divine 
‘throne, 

Above men must be a government which | 
inspires them until they are bound to make. 
‘the best out of every individual law. Teach- 
ings mist be offered them until they can 
rightly 3 Never until you have a 
government such as God wants it to be will 
vou have a government that will draw men to 
it. Without God's approval it will be nothing 


“The solution for personal and political 
laws is a common solution. Shall the con- 


is reproductive of God's government and the 
idea for God's law comes to us from Jesus 
Christ. God's approval of our government is 
essential. You may believe in education, but 
it will be an education of the baser qualities. 
You may believe in the efficacy of commerce, 
but commerce has no conscience. God forbid 
that we should ever come to question the 
action. of the Supreme Court, the highest 
tribunal in the land, but God forbid that com- 
‘mercialism should ever have a-dectsive vote 
in the Legislature or in the interpretation of 
the law. 

Each year before an election we grow 
tired of people who get together and say that 
we should abolish sin in our city.

News- 
paper men no longer have the run of the 
Quirinal, so to speak, and any person con- 
nected with the royal entourage who is sus- 
pected of holding any Kind of intercourse 
with newspaper men runs the rigk of dis- 
missal.

The consequence is that éverything pub- 
lished in the Italian newspapers concerning 
the royal family is unreliable and based on 
reportorial imagination rather than upon 
facts. Indeed, foreign newspapers are much 
better informed just now ‘about the Italian 
reigning family than Italian organs of the 
press. For while people connected with the 
Roman court afe afraid to say anything 
which could find. ite way into the Italian 
newspapers, they are less discreet in writing 
to friends abroad, who have not the same rea- 
sons for observing discretion who often 
make no secret of the news which they have 
received frum Rome. . 

It I draw attention to this it is because of 
the extravagant tales which were circulated 
by the Italian newspapers on the subject of 
the birth of an heir to the throne. Indeed, 
the maiter is being discussed with an amount 
of freedom and with an absence of delicacy 
that fully justifies: King Victor Emmanuel in 
the stand that he has taken with regard to 
the papers.

Gilbert declared, the presxzistence of

teristic word with Professor Gilbert, and is 
in a large manner indicative of his peculiar 
type of mind. When, in examining the mean- 
ing of a word or statement of scripture, he 
finds the natural meaning of it, he is apt 
to affirm that the statement can mean 
„ merely this, and nothing else. When, 
for instance, Jesus spoke of his oneness 
with the father, he must have had in mind 
an ethical or spiritual oneness with God, 
and if his words meant that, then, as Pro- 
fessor Gilbert dogmatically asserts, they 
must have meant “merely” that. This 
method of limitation and exclusion in his 
mode of reasoning appears to be as charac- 
teristic of Professor Gilbert in this last book 
of his as it was in his first. pi oh ll 
In the opening chapter of the new volume 
the Professor argues that because Paul and 
the other apostles, as the first interpreters.
